CASE SUMMARY 


Around noon on 03-20-03, approximately 40 anti-war demonstrators from the International Action 
Center (IAC) gathered at Lafayette Park. Continuing in the afternoon of 03-20-03 approximately 
600 Code Pink anti-war demonstrators gathered at Dupont Circle and marched south on Connecticut 
Avenue to Lafayette Park. Another group of about 100-150 IACanti-war demonstrators had gathered at 
the Canadian Embassy and then marched west on Pennsylvania Avenue to the Lafayette Park where the 
two marching groups joined to protest the war. Some demonstrators blocked H Street near the 
intersection with 17th Street because the[()(D)rould not allow them into Lafayette Park. By the 
late evening the demonstrators had dispersed without arrest. The demonstration was organized by 
the Code Pink (aka Pink Ladies), a group connected to Global Exchange, and the International 
Action Center and its anti-war affiliate, ANSWER (Act Now to Stop War & End Racism).

During the morning rush-hour on 03-20-03, about 150 anti-war protesters gathered in Rosslyn [most 
arrived by Metro] and blocked the lanes of the Key Bridge. About 30 demonstrators linked arms and 
marched slowly across the Key Bridge to slow commuter traffic. One demonstrator abandoned a car on 
Key Bridge. Three protesters were arrested after they threw a contruction/traffic barrel at a 
police cruiser. 

United for Peace & Justice (UFPJ) organized this protest, similar anti-war demonstrations took 
place in other cities.

CASE SUMMARY 

On 03-21-03 approximately 300 anti-war demonstrators organized by the International Action Center 
(IAC), and its affiliate ANSWER, protested along the 1600-1800 blocks of H Street. Thel(b\(7)M)Kid 
not allow the demonstrators into Lafayette Park so some demonstrators laid down in the street, and 
others threw red paint on the street and sidewalk. MPD arrested 25 protesters for blocking the 
road. 

Subsequently, other demonstrators began a march around the White House and disbanded without 
further incidents or arrests.
